Mauy fruit growers who are able to
80 momngze Lhelr orchards as to pro-
duce large crops of exceéllent frult at o
minfmum cost fail to make thelr husi-
ness profitable, or as profitable :s the
pussibilities ndmit, through falluve to
properly dispose of it. It Is difficult In
lnrge numbers of cases for a fruoit
grower whose time and energles are
taken up with the detalls of produc-
ing his crop to so keep informed with
regard to anarket conditions and wmwr-
keting methods as to enable him to
dispose of IHls erop to the best advan-
tage. It is us lmportant to weet the
market conditlons fully and suuems
fully as it is to produce a good cnap of
frult to sell.
